Hugperty. The speakera urged the necessity of
liberal subseriptions to the Irish bonds, that the
sinews might be provided without which Irisn
independence could not be obtained,. The
wrongs of Irelund wers referred to in a manuer
calculated to awaken deep sympathy, General
B. F. Mullen was expected to be present, but he
did not come. A desputch was reeeived from
him, in which he sald that he ecould nol leave
New York then, but expeeted to do #o to-day.
